I| THE ACADEMIC PROCESSION

The outdoor academic procession has its antecedents in the medieval European university. The procession 
is designed so that each graduate passes before each faculty member one final time before the conferring of 
the degrees. 


The modern academic gown evokes the medieval cappa clausa, a closed cloak typically worn by clerics; the 
modern hood, worn over the shoulders and down the back, recalls a functioning medieval head garment. 
In the late 19th century, the Intercollegiate Code was established for American universities through which 
academic dress was standardized to convey the degree held, the field of study, and the university awarding 
the degree. Accordingly, there are three shapes of gown: the bachelor’s gown is characterized by full, 
pointed sleeves; the master’s gown is characterized by oblong sleeves, cut away in front to leave a streamer 
of the sleeve behind; the doctor’s gown is faced with velvet, a likely echo of the clerical tippet, and features 
bell sleeves adorned with velvet bars. 


Academic hoods vary in size, shape, and color; they are lined with silk in the official color or colors of the 
institution that granted the faculty member’s highest degree. The trim color of the velvet binding indicates 
the discipline of the degree, commonly including: Philosophy, dark blue; Music, pink; Arts, Letters, and 
Humanities, white; Education, light blue; Law, purple; Medicine, green; Library Science, lemon yellow; 
Science, golden yellow; and Divinity, scarlet. 


The gown is a symbol of the democracy of scholarship since it covers any clothing indicating rank or status. 
The cap has its own traditions. The first right of a freed Roman slave was the privilege of wearing a cap, so 
the academic cap is the sign of the freedom of scholarship. Mortarboards have long been worn but in recent 
years soft caps or tams and other colorful headgear have gained favor. 


An increasingly large number of universities in America have developed unique academic gowns; most 
of these conform to the basic style of the Intercollegiate Code, although they replace traditional black 
with school colors, and are often ornamented with embroidered university seals or emblems. European 
academic dress adds further diversity and color to the academic procession. 


The audience will rise when the procession moves down the aisle.

BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES 


I| RETIRING MEMBERS OF THE FACULTY 


This commencement we honor the members of our faculty who are retiring: Shulamit S. Magnus, Leonard 
Podis, Richard Salter, Robin Salter, Benjamin Schiff, Thomas Van Nortwick, Steven Volk, and Webb 
Wiggins. 

Together these individuals have devoted 242 years of service to Oberlin, and we will miss them. It is 

an honor and a pleasure to thank each of them for the invaluable contributions they have made to the 
academic community. 


SHULAMIT S. Manus, Professor of Jewish Studies and History 

Shulamit $. Magnus came to Oberlin in 1998 from Stanford University. She is the author of four books 
and scores of articles and recipient of a National Endowment of the Humanities grant, a National Jewish 
Book Award, and a Hadassah-Brandeis Translation Award. Her scholarship and teaching focus on 
identity, the history of Jewish women, and the workings of gender in Jewish society. Magnus taught a 
two-semester thematic survey on Jewish history from biblical antiquity to the present, as well as courses 
on Jewish identity in historical perspective; Jewish memory and memoirs; the creation and expression of 
German-Jewishness; Jewish history, culture, and the arts in Eastern Europe; ethics and decision-making 
in the Holocaust; the history of Jewish women; and gender and sexuality in Jewish society. Tasked with 
creating Oberlin’s Jewish history curriculum and rebuilding its Jewish Studies Program, she worked 
with program members to develop its major, minor, honors, and awards programs. Magnus served as 
chair of the Jewish Studies Program for seven years, hiring and mentoring many junior and adjunct 
faculty and engaging renowned scholars for mini-courses. Known for humor and rigor in the classroom, 
she treasures the frequent comment by students that her teaching “changed my life.” 


LEONARD Ponts, Professor of Rhetoric & Composition and English 

For the past 41 years, Len Podis taught writing at Oberlin College and helped establish the Department 
of Rhetoric and Composition. Podis also founded the nationally recognized Writing Associates Program 
and helped create the college writing requirement. Besides teaching and learning from thousands of 
incredibly wonderful students, he has published numerous scholarly articles and book chapters on topics 
including rhetoric, writing pedagogy, and peer tutoring, as well as American literature and African 
literature. He also published several books: three on writing with his coauthor and wife JoAnne Podis 
(Ursuline College professor emerita) and one on African literature with his longtime colleague Yakubu 
Saaka (Africana studies). Podis cotaught African literature with Saaka for 20 years until the untimely 
death of the latter in 2008. In 2011, Podis received the Teaching Excellence Award in the Humanities. 

He served on the Educational Plans and Policies Committee and was a perennial member of the 
Compensation (formerly benefits) Committee. He also was twice elected presiding officer of the College 


Faculty Council. Happily, his daughter, Lauren Podis 98, did not let his obvious presence on campus 
deter her from attending Oberlin. 
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RICHARD SALTER '73, Professor of Computer Science ! 
A computer scientist with a PhD in mathematics, Richard Salter graduated from Oberlin in 1973 and 
earned advanced degrees at Indiana University in 1975 and 1978. He joined the Oberlin mathematics 
department in 1982 to help develop a new computer science minor, the first CS degree to be offered by 
the college. By 1985, Salter had helped to create the computer science program (now the Department 

of Computer Science) as the home for a new CS major. He served as chair of the department from 1987 
to 1991 and from 2003 to 2011. Salter’s research has been supported by the Office of Naval Research 

and the National Science Foundation (NSF). In the early 1990s he and a colleague obtained a $400,000 
educational development award from the NSF that produced some of the very first online laboratory 
exercises to use the web. Over the years Salter designed and implemented award-winning software 
applications for education, government, and the private sector. He also led a group of colleagues in an 
effort to infuse computational modeling into the Oberlin curriculum, resulting in an $800,000 NSF 
award. For this effort he developed the Nova modeling software system, with an international user base 
of more than 1,000. 


ROBIN SALTER, Associate Professor of Biology 

After earning a PhD in genetics from the University of Wisconsin-Madison in 1981, Robin (Stong 
Treichel) Salter held postdoc positions at the University of Minnesota and the Southwest Foundation 
for Biomedical Research and served as research scientist at the Children’s Hospital of Orange County. 
She joined the Oberlin biology faculty in 1987, teaching courses in immunology, virology, cell and 
molecular biology, human biology, emerging diseases, and bioinformatics, and she maintained a unique 
cell culture research methods laboratory. Her research at Oberlin explored multidrug-resistant human 
leukemia with a focus on immunotherapy and was supported by the National Institutes of Health, the 
American Cancer Society, the Ohio American College of Surgeons, the Morrison Trust Foundation, 
and the Elsa Pardee Foundation. For the past decade she has worked to incorporate computer modeling 
in her teaching. Salter served many years as a grant reviewer for the National Science Foundation and 
National Institutes of Health and was a member of the executive committee/governing council of the 
Ohio Academy of Science. At Oberlin she served as chair of biology (2002-2005) and as lead biology 
representative to the Science Center Design Committee (1996-1999). She also served three terms on the 
College Faculty Council and Educational Policy and Plans Committee. In 2001, she co-organized and 
moderated the Cancer Therapy Symposium at Oberlin. 


BENJAMIN SCHIFF, James Monroe Professor of Politics 

Benjamin (Ben) Schiff earned a BA in political science in 1973 from Michigan State University and an MA 
and PhD in political science from the University of California, Berkeley, in 1975 and 1982, respectively. 

He came to Oberlin in 1979 and taught introduction to international politics, international organization, 
North-South relations, international law, Middle East politics, Israel-Palestine conflict, and war, weapons, 
and arms control. He also taught advanced seminars on the international arms trade, international refugee 
issues, transition in South Africa, international environmental issues, and international human rights and 
criminal law. He wrote three books: International Nuclear Technology Transfer: Dilemmas of Dissemination 
and Control (Rowman and Alanheld, 1983), about the International Atomic Energy Agency; Refugees unto 
the Third Generation: UN Aid to Palestinians (Syracuse University Press, 1995), about the UN Relief and 
Works Agency; and Building the International Criminal Court (Cambridge University Press, 2008), which 
won the International Studies Association’s 2009 Chadwick Alger Award and the Academic Council on 
the UN System’s Best Book of 2009 Award. With his wife, June Goodwin, Schiff wrote Heart of Whiteness: 
Afrikaners Face Black Rule in the New South Africa (Scribner, 1995) and two paperback thrillers, Progeny 
(1989) and Lethal Delivery (1991). He chaired the politics department from 1998 to 2005. 
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Tuomas VAN Nortwick, Nathan A. Greenberg Professor of Classics 
Thomas Van Nortwick has taught at Oberlin since 1974. He holds a BA in history and a PhD in classics 
from Stanford University and an MA in classics from Yale University. He has published scholarly articles 
on Greek and Latin literature, autobiographical essays, and five books, which include Somewhere I Have 
Never Travelled: The Second Self and the Hero’s Journey in Ancient Epic (Oxford University Press, 1992), 
Compromising Traditions: The Personal Voice in Classical Scholarship (Routledge, 1997), Oedipus: The 
Meaning of a Masculine Life (University of Oklahoma Press, 1998), Imagining Men: Ideals of Masculinity 
in Ancient Greek Culture (Praeger, 2008), and The Unknown Odysseus: Alternate Worlds in Homer's 
Odyssey (University of Michigan Press, 2009). The book Compromising Traditions was coauthored 
by Judith Hallett. Van Nortwick was awarded the American Philological Association’s Excellence in 
Teaching Award in 1993 and the 2005 Award for Excellence in Teaching by the Northern Ohio Council 
on Higher Education. He is a contributing editor of North Dakota Quarterly. 


STEVEN VOLK, Professor of History and Director of the Center for Teaching Innovation and Excellence 
Steven Volk earned a BA in Latin American studies in 1968 from Brandeis University and an MA and 
a PhD in history from Columbia University in 1983. Volk served as director of the North American 
Congress on Latin America for 12 years before coming to Oberlin in 1986. At Oberlin, he taught courses in 
Latin American history, museum studies, human rights, and higher education. Volk has published more 
than 50 articles and book chapters on topics including Chilean history (19th and 20th centuries), Mexico, 
Bolivia, U.S. foreign policy in Latin America, and pedagogy. He has written more than 75 original 
articles—sent to Oberlin faculty each Sunday—on pedagogy, liberal education, and the difficult issues 
that faculty and students face. In 2001, the government of Chile recognized Volk for his efforts to restore 
democracy in the country, and in 2003 he was awarded the Nancy Lyman Roelker Mentorship Award by 
the American Historical Association. Volk founded the Center for Teaching Innovation and Excellence 
in 2008 and served as director ever since. In 2011, he was named the U.S. Professor of the Year by the 
Carnegie Foundation for the Advancement of Teaching and the Council for the Advancement of Higher 
Education. Volk has received two National Endowment for the Humanities grants, among many others. 


Wess WiceIns, Associate Professor of Harpsichord 
Webb Wiggins is one of the foremost teachers of harpsichord, coach for chamber music, and director 
of baroque opera, as well as an Oberlin Baroque Performance Institute faculty member. For more 
than 15 years, Wiggins was coordinator of the early music program at the Peabody Conservatory of 
Music. Recognized and lauded internationally for his innovative and musical continuo realizations, 
he has performed and recorded with many U.S. ensembles, including the Folger Consort, the Dryden 
Ensemble, Kings Noyse, Chatham Baroque, Hesperus, the Oberlin Baroque Ensemble, the Catacoustic 
Consort, the Baltimore Consort, Violins of Lafayette, Apollo’s Fire, the Smithsonian Chamber Players 
and Orchestra, the Atlanta Baroque Orchestra, the Atlanta Symphony Orchestra, the National 
Symphony, and the Baltimore Chamber Orchestra. His collaborations with soloists—both vocal and 
instrumental—have earned him high respect among his colleagues in the world of baroque music. 
His recordings can be heard on the Dorian, EMI, Bard, Smithsonian, and PGM labels. Webb holds 
degrees in organ performance from Stetson University and the Eastman School of Music and has done 
additional harpsichord study at the Sweelinck Conservatory in Amsterdam. He is perhaps the only 
harpsichordist in modern times to have given multiple performances on transatlantic voyages. 


II | CANDIDATE FOR THE ALUMNI MEDAL 


KAREN FLORINI 79 


Karen Florini is deputy special envoy for climate change at the U.S. Department of State. Her varied 
portfolio includes engagement with businesses, state and local governments, and other non-state 
actors in the climate negotiations context; oversight of the department’s work with the Climate 

and Clean Air Coalition on Short-Lived Climate Pollutants; climate issues relating to the United 
States’ current chairmanship of the Arctic Council; and additional matters. She previously served as 
managing director for international climate at the Environmental Defense Fund, where she also held 
several other positions. She is a graduate of Harvard Law School, where she served as editor-in-chief 
of the Harvard Environmental Law Review, and Oberlin College, on whose Board of Trustees she 
served from 1996 to 2014. 


III | CANDIDATES FOR THE AWARD FOR 
DISTINGUISHED SERVICE TO THE COMMUNITY 


Don 47 AND Mary LoutIse VANDYKE 47 

Don and Mary Louise VanDyke are both alumni of the Class of 1947; Don a graduate of the college and 
Mary Louise a graduate of the conservatory. They returned to Oberlin in the early 1970s, when Don was 
invited to join the Oberlin Clinic as its ophthalmologist. They served for 10 years as Oberlin College 
co-class agents, and Don has been a volunteer for the Office of Development for many years. 


The VanDykes spent five months as volunteers at the Rambo Hospital in Mungeli, India, as well as on 
short-term eye missions to Central America. Through the years, Mary Louise founded and directed 
the Oberlin Hymn Festival Children’s Choir and produced many northern Ohio hymn festivals and 
community-wide hymn sings, most recently in collaboration with the Oberlin Heritage Center and 
Oberlin Business Partnership. She founded the Allen Memorial Art Museum Volunteers Guild and the 
local chapter of the Choristers Guild. She says it has been the readiness of the citizens of this town to 
enthusiastically lend hearts and voices to hers that has sustained her work. 


As a member of the Oberlin Rotary Club (and president from 1991 to 1992), Don has participated in 
numerous community activities, including maintenance of Martin Luther King Park, Adopt-a-Highway 
projects, annual pancake breakfasts, Santa’s arrival, and many events on Tappan Square. As a member of 
the United Church of Christ, he served on the United Church Board for World Ministries and for more 
than 20 years as building superintendent for First Church, providing assistance in removal of the old 
organ and installing acoustical material in the attic. He helped in the early development of landscaping 
and gardens at the college’s Adam Joseph Lewis Center for Environmental Studies. Since the inception 
of Kendal at Oberlin, Don has filled many roles as a volunteer with its development and administration. 


The VanDykes open their home to students and bake cookies for student athletes, including the women’s 
field hockey and lacrosse teams. Through the years, they've hosted parents of auditioning conservatory 
students and post-concert receptions for Musical Union, visiting artists, and senior student recitals. 


IV | HONORARY DEGREE RECIPIENTS 


ALISON BECHDEL ’81, Doctor of Humanities 
Alison Bechdel is an acclaimed author and illustrator best known for her graphic novel Fun Home, which 


was turned into a Tony Award-winning Broadway musical. 


Shortly after graduating from Oberlin, Bechdel created the countercultural comic strip Dykes to Watch 
Out For, which ran in lesbian and gay publications from 1983 to 2008. From her comic strip emerged the 
“Bechdel Test,” now an international benchmark for assessing gender bias in film. 


In 2006 Bechdel began to gain a wider readership with the publication of Fun Home: A Family Tragicomic. 
This graphic memoir recounted Bechdel’s early years and her own revelations about being a lesbian while 
eventually coming to understand who her father was. A finalist for the National Book Critics Circle Award, 
the memoir was named Time magazine’s Best Book of the Year. In spring 2015, a musical adaptation of 
Fun Home debuted on Broadway. The show became a runaway success, earning 12 Tony nominations and 
winning five, including the award for best musical. 


In her work, Bechdel is preoccupied with the overlap of the political and the personal spheres and the 
relationship of the self to the world outside. Her 2012 memoir, Are You My Mother? A Comic Drama, 
delved into her relationship with her mother through the lens of psychoanalytic theory. Bechdel has 
drawn comics for the New Yorker, Slate, McSweeney's, the New York Times Book Review, and 

Granta, among many other publications. She received a 2012 Guggenheim Fellowship and a 2014 
MacArthur fellowship. 


FRANK CHIKANE, Doctor of Humanities 

The Reverend Frank Chikane is a pastor of the Apostolic Faith Mission of South Africa in Naledi, Soweto. 
The church has a presence in more than 30 countries across six continents. Chikane is currently its 
international president. 


He is the senior vice president of the South African Council of Churches and serves as part of the All 
Africa Conference of Churches Advisory Committee on Peace on the African continent. He also serves 

on a number of boards, presiding as chair of the boards of Kagiso Trust, Kagiso Capital, and City Power 
Johannesburg. Chikane is also the visiting adjunct professor at the Graduate School of Public and 
Development Management at the University of the Witwatersrand. He holds two master's degrees, one in 
religious studies from the University of KwaZulu-Natal (1992) and the other in public administration from 
the Kennedy School of Government at Harvard (1995). He received an honorary doctorate in theology 
from the University of Groningen in the Netherlands. 


Chikane is a former member of the national executive committee of the African National Congress 

and deputy president of the United Democratic Front. He was a commissioner of the first Independent 
Electoral Commission, which was responsible for the 1994 democratic elections. He was director-general 
during the presidencies of Thabo Mbeki and Kgalema Motlanthe, a deputy secretary of cabinet during the 
presidency of Nelson Mandela, and secretary of the cabinet during Mbeki’s and Motlanthe’s presidencies. 
He was also involved in the development and promotion of the African Renaissance vision, which gave 
birth to the New Partnership for Africa’s Development and the African Peer Review Mechanism under the 
leadership of President Mbeki. He participated in conflict resolution processes in South Africa (during the 
transition period), Lesotho, the Democratic Republic of Congo, Zimbabwe, Burundi, and Cote d'Ivoire. 
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Chikane has published three books: No Life of My Own (revised, 2012), Eight Days in September (2012), 
and The Things That Could Not be Said (2013). He also has a number of articles in various books and 


journals. He is married to Kagiso Oglobry Chikane, and together they have three sons, Obakeng, Ottlile 
and Rekgotsofetse. 


ROBERT LEMLE’75, Doctor of Humanities 

Robert Lemle served as a leader on Oberlin’s Board of Trustees for two decades. His vision, experience, 
energy, and philanthropy have transformed and reinvigorated Oberlin’s commitment to achieving 
academic, artistic, and musical excellence; honored its historic commitment to diversity and inclusion; and 
benefited the students, faculty, alumni, and staff of the college and the conservatory in countless ways. 


Lemle joined the board in 1996. He was elected vice chair in 2001, served as acting chair from 2003 

to 2005, and chaired the board from 2005 through 2011. He is currently an honorary trustee. A 
transformative leader, Lemle championed strategic and financial planning, fiscal responsibility, measuring 
progress, and building a culture of collaboration. Throughout his service to Oberlin, he has devoted 
untold hours to engaging with and building consensus among Oberlin’s core constituencies —the faculty, 
students, staff, administrators, parents, and alumni—on a range of initiatives. He restructured Oberlin’s 
board governance and built and maintained a strong board of trustees. His leadership provided support 
for much-needed buildings, facilities, and programs that have strengthened Oberlin’s curriculum and 
recruiting efforts, and enhanced the student experience and the institution’s reputation for academic, 
musical, and artistic excellence. 


Strategic planning has been a hallmark of Lemle’s leadership. He cochaired the task force that developed 
the Strategic Plan for Oberlin College adopted by the board and the faculty in 2005. This plan established 
a framework for decision-making that guided Oberlin for the next decade. He also served on the 
Strategic Planning Steering Committee, which created the 2016 Strategic Plan approved by the board and 
faculty this past winter. At his urging, strategic planning and strategic indicators have become integral 
components of Oberlin’s operations and shared governance. 


Under Lemle’s leadership, Oberlin refurbished its existing physical plant and built much-needed new 
facilities designed in collaboration with the people who would use them. These include the conservatory’s 
Bertram and Judith Kohl Building, Robert Lewis Kahn Hall, and the Robert Kahn Track and Fred Shults 
Field. Oberlin also purchased and renovated the historic Apollo Theatre, restored and upgraded the 

Cass Gilbert-designed Allen Memorial Art Museum, and built, acquired, or renovated a major portion 

of Oberlin’s student housing. Planning for the Gateway Project also began during his tenure. Lemle also 
played a key role in presidential transition, chairing the Presidential Search Committee that recommended 
the appointment of Marvin Krislov as Oberlin’s 14th president. 


Lemle strengthened Oberlin’s culture of giving, enhanced alumni engagement, increased the transparency 
and effectiveness of Oberlin’s governance, and made Oberlin a place where decisions are made strategically 


based on Oberlin’s shared mission, goals, and values. 


Lemle is a lawyer, business executive, community leader, and philanthropist. He served as vice chairman 
and general counsel of Cablevision Systems Corporation, one of the nation’s leading telecommunications 
and entertainment companies, before retiring in 2002. There, he was involved with the launch of AMC, 
Bravo, and many regional sports networks. He also served as a member of Cablevision’s board of directors 
and as vice chair of Madison Square Garden, owner of the New York Knicks and New York Rangers. 
Before joining Cablevision in 1982, Lemle was associated with the law firm of Cravath, Swaine & Moore in 
New York City. He joined the firm after earning a JD from New York University School of Law. 
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Lemle is married to Roni Kohen-Lemle ’76. To honor their many contributions to Oberlin, in 2011, the 
college created the Robert S. Lemle ’75 and Roni Kohen-Lemle ’76 Academic Commons in the main library 
in Mudd Center. Their daughter, Joanna, is a 2010 graduate of Oberlin. 


The Lemles are cofounders of the Long Island Children’s Museum. As president of its board of trustees 
from 1996 to 2006, Lemle spearheaded the museum’s expansion and move in 2002 to its permanent home 
in a 40,000-square-foot historic airplane hangar at Mitchel Field. The museum and its programming 

have since become a vital place of interactional diversity for Long Island families, welcoming more than 
250,000 visitors each year. The museum received the prestigious 2012 National Medal for Museum and 
Library Service, the nation’s highest honor. It is presented to outstanding institutions for significant and 
exceptional contributions in service to their communities. 


JessyeE Norman, Doctor of Music 

The breadth and depth of Jessye Norman’s eclectic repertoire share equal richness with that of her 
innovative programming and scholarship. Her passion for singing extends to all that she surveys on the 
opera and concert stages of the world, as well as her recent endeavors in the world of jazz. 


Norman’s collaborations with some of today’s most exciting and creative artists enliven her own 
exploration of the arts. She has performed songs of John Cage with Meredith Monk and Joan La Barbara 
under the auspices of the San Francisco Symphony and conductor Michael Tilson Thomas. This fully 
staged production presented a welcome opportunity for Norman to scale new heights and broaden her 
artistic palette with artists whose work she finds inspired and inspiring. 


Norman’s collaboration with composer Laura Karpman to create a presentation of Langston Hughes’ 
“Twelve Poems on Jazz’—titled Ask Your Mama—was first performed at Carnegie Hall in 2009 and 
resulted in a recording that earned a Grammy Award in 2016. 


Norman credits her parents for having shown her from a young age the power of community involvement. 
The Jessye Norman School for the Arts in her hometown of Augusta, Georgia, is a tuition-free arts 
program for talented middle school students who would otherwise not have access to private tutoring in 
the arts. Now in its 13th year, the school is a source of great pride for Norman and an affirmation of her 
belief that students exposed to intensive experiences in the arts perform better academically and grow up 
to be more involved and caring citizens. 


Her work with numerous not-for-profit organizations includes the New York Public Library, the New York 
Botanical Garden, Dance Theatre of Harlem, the Carnegie Hall Board of Trustees, and the Partnership 

for the Homeless, for which she is a spokesperson. The University of Michigan has named a graduate 
fellowship program and master class series in her honor. 


Norman’ latest recording, Roots: My Life, My Song, shares what she refers to as a part of her personal 
universe—the soundtrack of her life. On it, she pays homage to the many who have influenced her ceaseless 
curiosity and her sense of obligation to offer musical expression outside of the traditional classical canon. 


Norman wishes to reach as many ears as will hear and as many hearts that are open to taking this often 
surprising musical journey with her. 


Norman's accolades include five Grammy Awards and some 40 honorary doctorates from universities, 
colleges, and conservatories around the world. But it is the sheer joy of singing that keeps her ever 
searching, ever exploring, ever seeking to honor her ancestors. 
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RoBeErT H. SINGER 766, DOCTOR OF SCIENCE 


Robert Singer received an undergraduate degree in physical chemistry at Oberlin and a PhD in 
developmental biology at Brandeis University. He did postdoctoral work in molecular biology at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology and the Weizmann Institute of Science in Rehovot, Israel. 


Singer’s career has been focused on the cell biology of RNA, its isolation, detection, expression, 

and translation. A patent in situ hybridization technique his lab developed for detecting RNA 

in morphologically preserved cells revealed that messenger RNA can localize in specific cellular 
compartments. This work has given rise to the field of RNA transport and localization, enhanced by 
Singer’s and his colleagues’ development of imaging technology and RNA reporters. His lab has shown 
that the dynamics of RNA transcription on a single gene can be interrogated by live cell imaging, as 
well as by multiplexed fluorescent probes. Singer's laboratory also has been instrumental in developing 
rapid and sensitive microscopy that can study single molecules of RNA in living cells and in devising 
methods to track them through their life cycle. This technology has implications for understanding 
the role of RNA in such disease processes as cancer metastasis and intellectual disability. He holds 12 
patents on his work. 


In addition to his research, he is a Janelia Senior Fellow at the Howard Hughes Medical Institute. He 
is a member of the National Academy of Sciences, American Society of Arts and Sciences, and the 
Association for the Advancement of Science.
